(1) Comprehensive guantity and value statistics each month

on U.S. imports of textiles and apparel from Mexico.

(2) A nmonthly risk assessment of possible U,S., "calls for

consultation" with Mexico.

(3) A full analysis of U.S. textile and apparel market

conditions on a quarterly basis.

(4) A _report on the status of all guotas which are

established on Mexican apparel exports with warnings of high gquota
fill rates and imminent embargoes. This will be done on a weekly
basis.
